Dustiess Roads of France. 


The engineer for the Seine and Ma- 


rine departmenls in France reports 
that trials of a mixture of oil and 
petroleum as a dust preventive havo 
been unsuccessful. 
In the summer of 


1902 a coating of tar was tried on 
seven different lengths of road. After 
careful Investigation during a period 
of twelve months, -It was found that 
dust and mud had wholly disappear- 
ed and the cost of maintenance, had 
been reduced. The tar forms an elas- 
tic skin, which deadens the sound of 
Irafflc and reduces the resistance. It 
appears that the tarring method In- 
volves no greater outlay than that for 
coating with oil.
